Of  the  Keys  in  Music. 

THERE  are  but  two  keys  in  mufic,  the  fharp  or  major  key,and 
the  flat  or  minor  key,  which  may  be  diftinguifhed  by  the  laft  note  in 
the  bafs,which  if  it  be  next  above  mi,  it  is  fharp,  if  next  below,  it  is  a 
flat  key  ;  or  by  the  third,  fixth  and  feventh  above  its  key  ;  for  if  either 
of  them  are  lefTer,  it  is  flat,  if  greater,  it  is  fharp. 


Of  the  variation  of  the  two  Keys  or  Modes,  by  Flats  or  Sharps. 


i... .WHERE  there  is  no  flat  nor  fharp,  the  Major 
Mode  of  C,  or  the  Minor  of  A  prevails  ;  but  as  every 
flat  removes  it  a  fourth  above,  or  a  fifth  below.

will  be  in  the  way  to  imitate  their  elegance  and  fimpli- 
city,  whofe  Mufic  is  as  perfect  as  the  bleifednels  in  which 
they  dwell ;  but  be  fure  to  avoid  all  affectation. 


4... .Exprefs  your  words  with  propriety,  and  be 
careful  where  you  lay  your  accent. 

5.. ..Always  notice  the  parts  marked  forte,  or  piano, 
as  also  all  the  words  you  meet  with  of  that  nature, 
whether  they  refpect  the  tune  or  time  ;  as  much  of  the 
effect  of  a  piece  often  depends  on  a  ftrict  regard  to 
them. 

6. ...Endeavour  to  accomodate  your  ftile  of  finding 
to  the  general  fubject  of  your  words — :How  diigulling 
would  it  be  to  hear  a  perfon  roar  out !  Thy  words  are 
fweeter  to  my  mouth  than  hoiaey  !  Or  with  all  the  ten- 
dernefs  of  affettuofo  ftile  j  "  Let  the  fea  roar,  and  the
